creased generally in the past few years, and 
an increased appropriation has been asked 


for. 
The Children's Aid Society bills have 


increased from $500 or $600 to $2700 in the 
past six years. There has also been au in- 
crease in the number of inmates.

Auditors also met on Monday, the latter to 
look, over the annual statement of the 
county's finances. This will be a two-days' 
job, if it does not involve more time. The 
Commissioners reorganized for the ensuing 
year. The only appointment made was that 
of solicitor, which place was again conferred 
upon Hugh B. Eastbnrn, Esq., who has 
made a most efficient legal adviser for the 
Board. A few of the totalu taken from the 
statement the Auditors are now working 
upon may b* of interest to the GAZETTE'S 
readers. Tue first thing they will be pleased 
to know is that the total expenditures of the 
year just ended are about $6,000 less than 
the preceding year. This is noi a large 
saving, but it indicates that there has been 
no large increased expenditure necessary. 
Here are a few of the totals: 


The support of convicts for the year 


amounted to $1,922.60, while for the pre- 
ceding year the bill was $3653.35. This in- 
crease is said to be due to the fact that 
prison labor ia no longer profitable and the 
criminals are not self-supporting. 


The criminal costs for 1898 amount to 


|5,791 41, as against $5,444.91 for '97. This 
increase is due to one or two expensive trials 
and money expended in the effort to capture 
the perpetrators of two murders, and not to 
a general increase in crime. 


The election expenses foot up to $8,331.20, 


while last year they were $8,909.

Manufacturing were $56,761,622 against 
$67,685,088 last year, and $98,468,851 in 
1896, and trading were $61,886,943 against 
$74,499,908 last year, and $109,046,620 in 
1896. 
The ratio of defaults to solvent pay- 


ments is only $1.89 against $2.69 last year 
and $4.87 m 1896. 
The number of failures, 


1.06 per cent of the firms reported in busi- 
ness, though smaller than in any other year 
since 1892, is somewhat swelled by the mul- 
titude of email traders who start without 
adequate capital, so that the average liabil- 
ities per failure is smaller than in any other 
year of thu 24 for which full records exist.

DINNER BEEBER MADE JUDOE. 


BARKIKQ OOMMI8810SEE 011KE90H STEPS DOWN 


AND OUT. 


On Monday Governor Hastings appointed 


Dimner Beeber, an eminent member of the 
Philadelphia Bar, to a place on the Superior 
Court Bench, made vacant by the death of 
the late Judge Reeiler. Mr. Beeber was 
summoned to Harrisburg by the Governor 
and the position offered him. He warmly 
thanked the Governor for the unexpected 
honor and accepted. His commission was at 
once made out and he returned with it to 
Philadelphia in the evening. The Governor 
states that Mr. Beeber had not asked for the 
appointment, but that it was tendered him 
purely because of merit and personal friend- 
ship. The fact that he was indorsed for 
District Attorney of Philadelphia by over 
two-thirds of the members of the Philadel- 
phia Bar may have had some weight with the 
Governor in determining his appointment. 


A sequel to this action on the part of the 


Governor, and growing out of it, was the 
immediate resignation of Gilkeson as Bank- 
ing Commissioner. He seat the following 
letter to the Governor: 


"Harrisburg, Jan. 2. 


"To Hon. Daniel H. Hastings, Governor of 


Pennsylvania. 
"Sir :—I have the honor to tender to you 


my resignation as Commissioner of Banking 
and will be much obliged if the same is ac- 
cepted at once. 


"Very respectfully, 


"B. F. GILKBSON." 


As the letter contained no intimation as to 


the causes which led to this step on hie part 
Gilkeaon was seen and interrogated on the 
subject, 
When asked if the rumor were true 


that he had resigned and if so what were the 
reasons behind it, he 19 reported to have 
said: 


It is true that I have sent in my resigna- 


tion to the Governor of Commissioner of 
of Banking. My action has nothing what- 
ever to do with the Senatorial situation. My 
relations with the Governor have heretofore 
been pleasant. My resignation has, however, 
been brought about by the appointment of 
Mr. Beeber this afternoon to the Superior 
Court Bench 
The Governor never promised 


me this appointment, but my name waa 
strongly urged upon him for the place by 
Secretary Martin and other friends. I was 
led to believe that it was receiving favorable 
consideration at his hands. 


There are but three lawyers connected 


with the Administration. Attorney General 
McCormick was at once tendered this place 
made vacant by the diath of Judge Reed- 
er, and very properly so. He if a learned and 
accomplished lawyer and his selection would 
have been moat fit. He, however, declined 
the place and it was then tendered 
to 


Colonel Reeder, the Deputy Attorney Gene- 
ral, who had been the Governor's law part- 
ner, and this, notwithstanding the fact that 
Judge Beaver is already a member of the 
Superior Court bench from the same town 
and county as Colonel Reeder. 


What was my surprise, however, to learn 


to day that I, the only remaining lawyer iu 
Governor Hastings' Cabinet, had been passed 
over and that another bad been appointed. 
I can draw no other conclusion from the 
Governor's action than that he must have 
some personal objection to me. With this 
feeling 1 cannot with any proper degree of 
self-respect consent longer to remain a mem- 
ber of his official family.

"Sentinels pacing in the 
snow on the outposts took off their caps 
and stood In them to save their feet from 
freezing," he writes 
"Here and there 


oould be found even officers in a sort of 
dressing gown made of old woolen bed- 
covers. The stout hearted women of New 
Jersey sect their quilted clothes as Christ- 
mas presents, with the patriotic jest that 
aa women were Bald sometimes to wear 
the trousers, so now there would be an ex- 
cuae for men who might wear the petti- 
coats. 


"Washington, who never exaggerated, 


said that few men had more than one 
shirt, many only half a one, and some 
none at all. Nearly 3,000 men were bare- 
footed, and occasionally might be seen a 
soldier who waa all but naked.

man,'he said to the sentinel In front of 
hia headquarters, paolug up and down In 
the bitterness of a cold morning, 'have 
you had anything to eatf 
'Ho, sir,' was 


the reply. 'Give me your musket, then, 
and go inside and get gome breakfast.' 
And the tall commander gravely walked 
up and down as guard over his own 
house."

The Havana market la crowded at day- 


break by Spanish, French, Chinese and 
colored cooks of bnth sexes. Some ohefs, 
who afoot the dignity of a coat, are ac- 
companied by their apprentices or eoul- 
llons, who carry baskets. Marketing Is 
always done by cooks In Havana, because 
employers are aware that they can drive 
a better bargain, even taking Into account 
the perquisites allowed them by trades- 
people. 
Fish caught in Cuban waters are espe- 


cially nice, and tha pargo, a species of red 
snapper, is very toothsome, as Is the 
oherna, which tastes like salmon. No 
Havana oook will buy fish unless they are 
alive, and the fish market, with big tanks 
full of fresh fish, with white marble slabs 
and males, Is very picturesque. The other 
sea food is also excellent, although toe 
shrimps, lobstera and mussels are some- 
what small. The oysters grow on the sub- 
merged branches of shrubs and trees on 
the coast. These branches are broken ofl 
and sold In the market, bat the Cuban 
oysters are small and Inferior to tha 
American. Terrapin and turtles are very 
fine, and tortoises have handsome shells, 
which bring a good price in the market 
Sea crabs and land crabs are also good. 
The latter grow to a large else, and their 
bodies stand high from the ground on 
their enormous claws. Land azabs bur- 
row In holes, and their locomotion Is 
olumsy, sounding like tbat of a drunken 
man. Cooks feed these orate on oornmeal 
for saveral days before they oook them, 
as this makes them more palatable. 


A. favorite way of fattening poultry In 


Cuba IB to put them in barrels and stuff 
them with walnuts and oornmeal for sev- 
eral days before they are killed. Just be- 
fore Christmas: turkeys are driven through 
the street* in droves of from 40 to 100, 
from door to door, for people to make their 
own selection. 


Beef is killed the day before It is used, 


for it cannot be kept fresh longer than one 
day on account of the excessive beat.

The American fishing industry Is oen 


tared along the Massachusetts coast, Glou- 
cester being the seaport mainly dependent 
upon it. 
The fishing fleet consists of 


about 400 sail, of which 800 engage in the 
branches of the industry which require 
telt as an essential. The year's opera 
tions begin in January, when a fleet of 80 
or 100 vessels goes to Placentia bay, In 
Newfoundland and loads with 
frozen 


herring, for use as an article of food In the 
New England states and as bait in the 
halibut fishery on the Qeorga's banks, 
the scene of Kipling's novel, "Captains 
Courageous ' 


These herring are taken in seines by the 


Newfoundland flsherfolk and exposed to 
the crisp, cold air of the winter days on 
scaffolds or platforms of sticks, which al 
lows them to become thoroughly frozen 
They are puorhased by the American ves 
sels at f 1 a barrel usually, and about 100, 
000 barrels are annually taken to the 
United States, besides half as many more 
which go to Canada in schooners belong 
ing to that country.—P. T MoGrath in 
North America Beivew
